He has conferred with 
several leaders in money matters and 
today said: 

“San Francisco will be restored, not 
in a short time, but in a reasonable time. 
Everybody is trying to do what he can 
to help the situation out there. About ! 
finances—you can’t discuss a financial ' 
plan until you know what a fellow is:

“Victory in the bond issue election 
means much to St, Louis. Defeat will 
simply humiliate our ciyfe pride. Just 
ae s00n as I can meet Mr, McPheeters 
who presided at yesterfay’s meetine | 
shall begin the selection of an executive 
committee of 15 to assist 1n the work.” 


No Special Endorsements. 


There was some difference of opinion 
at Wednesday's ‘meeting as to the ad-

Mr. Rogers was averse to discussing 
the matter when scen by a reporter. 
“It is tco early to talk of the condi- 
tion in which Spier left his affairs,”’ said 
“It is true expert accountants are 
‘going over his books and papers, and 
untjl they have completed their work 
it is impossible to exactly determine 
What results they will reach. They 
have thus far examined the stock books, 
and, while it is true suspicious condi- 
tions have been found, it will be neces- 
sary to go over the check and bank 
booka and other papers before any au- 
thoritative statement can be made.”’ 
Mr. Rogers expressed deep sympathy 
with the widow and implied that there

One pistol shot rang out and 
Spier lay dead at the foot of the stairs. 

No Trace of Burglar. 

It was assumed that a burglar had 
shot him, but the police could get hv 
trace of an intruder. All the windows 
were still locked when they reached the 
house and the doors, too, had to be un- 
locked to admit the neighbors who 
rushed to the residence. Recently life 
insurance pulicies for more than $100,- 
000 had been taken out by the man or 
lapsed policies were renewed. 

Still, the doctors said suicide was im- 
possible, as no man could have shot 
himseif as he was shot. With this mys- 
tery unraveled the widow insisted that 
an autopsy be not held. However, late 
yesterday afternoon, after the funeral 
services, the autopsy wag held and a 
bullet was found tnmat exactly fitted the 
one empty sheli in the Spier pistol. 
Then the theory was evolved that Mr. 
Sper might have accidentally shot him- 


seif. 
Spier enjoyed the full confidence of 
H. H. Rogers of the Standard Oil Co., 
and up to the moment of his death he 
Was in a position to trade upon Mr, 
Rogers’ name. Spier could have bor- 
rowed any reasonable sum from the 
| weaithy man with whom he was in inti- 
mate contact. It would have been 
comparatively easy for him to obtain 
$100,000 in cash to meet any emergency. 
He asked for no money and, s0 far us 
is known, he told nobody that he was 
involved in financial difficulties. On the 
lother hand, he had never appeared 
more prosperous than recently.

Securities Hypothecated, 

It is alleged by the Herald that se- 
curities belonging to Mr. Rogers were 
discovered to have been surreptitiously 
transferred to the name of Mrs. Spier. 
A tracer brought to light the fact that 
these securities, which were in the cus- 
tody of Spier as a representative of Mr. 
Rogers, were first placed in the name of 
Mrs. Spier, and later hypothecated. 
Efforts are now being made to obtain 
these securities, and it is understood 
negotiations have already been opened 
by attorneys of Mr. Rogers to recover 
them. 

There is nothing to show that Mrs. 
Spier had knowledge of the efforts her 
husband was making to keep his head 
above water. She probably diq not 
know he had met enormous losses in 
his stock market speculation. It was a 
subject of comment that when secur- 
ities belonging to Mr. Rogers were 
transferred to her name her suspicions 
Were not aroused, particularly as an 
indorsement ts required on hypothecat- 
ing these securities.

to be equally at home on either side 
of the bar. 
“That oratory business has got me

“If it was anything else, I'd be all right. 
I ain't a public speaker—wish I was. 
Sympathy Begins at Home, 

“Symj;jathy” quoth the big fellow as 
he read Delegate Coale’s resolution 
providfng for a holiday upon which 
Hussey could declaim freely from the 
House floor. “Sympathy, eh? Well, 
Coale had better keep his sympathy— 
he needs it for that delegation he lost 
in the Twenty-eighth Ward.

When 32 prooationary patrolusen were 
promoted to the rank of patroimen. 

Thursday the examination of emer- 
Bency specials at the Newstead Avenue 
Station to fill the vacancies caused in 
the ranks of the probationaries. 

This examination of the patrolmen, 
who are declared by their captains to 
be eligible for the rank of sergeant, 
will be the first really severe test the 
individual members of the department 
have been put to since the houseclean- 
ing began.

~ WORK CENSURED 


Speaker at Charities and Cor- 
rections Conference Declares 
It Poorly Organized. 


MAN FROM MINNEAPOLIS 











Pronounces Army’s Statistics 
Untrustworthy and Its Ac- 
counts Poorly Kept. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—At tie 
first business session of the Thirty-third 
national conference of charities and 
corrections today in Horticultural Hall 
a paper on “Relief Work of the Salva- 
tion Army’’ was read by Edwin D. Sol- 
enberger, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, Minneapolis. 

He declared that the social relief work 


of the Salvation Army as carried on 
through its homes, lodging houses and 
other agencies was pvorly organized and 
poorly administered. Continuing, te 
speaker said: 


Declares Statistics Faulty. 


“One.of the chief difficulties in try- 
ing to arrive at definite conclusions con- 
cerning the army's work is the un- 


trustworthiness .of their statistics, prob- 
ably due largely to lack of uniformity 
in recording and summarizing data. 
about 44,508, while the ]%o report says 
that outside employment was found for 
about: 4,508, while the 1905 report says 
that 14,907 found outside. employment 
and an undated leaflet says that 56000 
found outside employment during the 
year. 

“I find that somehow most people have 
patner the impression that the army 
as a large number of farm colonies, and 
that thousands of poor people from the 
slums have been transferred to them. 
There are at present but three colonies, 
one each in Ohio, Colorado and Cali- 
fornia, having a total of but 630 ple. 
These colonists have become self-sup- 
porting, but it would be interesting to 
know what percentage of them, while 
living in the city, have ben recipients of 
¢ither public or private relief, or even 
dwellers in what the Salvation Army 
calls the slums, ‘ 


Censureg the Lodgings. 

“The Salvation Army maintains at 
present about seventy-four lodging 
houses in our various cities, furnishing 
beds at the rate of 10 and 15 cents a 
night. In its appeals for funds the army 
speaks of loiging thousands of homeless, 
and most péople gain the impression 
that such lodgings are, in fact, at least, 
a charity, and that the accommodatians 
furnished are much superior to those 
or the ordinary cheap lodging house. 
run for private profit. 

“Reliable information from a large 
number of typical American cities in- 
dicates that the system of cheap lodg- 
ing houses conducted by the Army have 
all the. defects of the po t of the 
privately owned lodging ousés and 
few, if any, advantages over them. Re- 
cently, in an Eastern city, a Salvation 
Army lodging house was closed when 
the local Hoard of Health began to en- 
force the sanitary ordinances. while 
from widely separated cities come ac- 
counts of specific glaring evils. 


Declares Accounts Bad. 
“Tt is exceedingly difficult,” said Sol- 
enberger, ‘‘to secure satisfactory in- 
formation about the financial affairs of 


the Salvation Army. 

“The balance sheet and statement of 
the accounts at national headquarters 
in New York City are gone over ean 
year by a certified publi: accountant, 
but this only guarantees that the foot- 
ings and the balances are correct. 

“The business affairs of the Salvation 
Army are rapidly attaining large pro- 
portions, and those who give financial 
support to the organization § certeinly 
have a right to expect clear financial 
statements.’’

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THE OGLANDER CASE. 
The case of Henry Oglander, whom the Governor 
has pardoned from the Missouri Penitentiary after 
he had served 13 months of a three-year sentence, 
had in it one of the worst injustices of the prison 
system as it exists in every State in the Union. 
The evidence of guilt in the case does not ap- 
pear conclusive, but it may be taken for granted 
that by receiving stolen goods or in some other way, 
the man had done the community injury to a money 
value of a hundred or a thousand times the value 
of a few dollars actually involved. 
When he was shut up in prison, however, his wife 
and six children were thrown dependent on the com- 
munity, while his earnings in prison, instead of being 
devoted to their support after the cost of his own 
had been paid, were confiscated by the State. 
This punished the community and the convict’s 
family much more than it did the convict. Under 
the contract system in the Missouri Penitentiary, 
no convict who becomes a good workman is severely 
punished unless he has a wife and children by the 
thought of whose sufferings he is tortured. 
The system is criminal, if the word “criminal” 
means what necessarily forces increase of crime in 
the community. It is absurd as well as criminal.

All citizens over the age of 14 shall be 
placed in the State public dormitories 
and made to contribute their share of 
labor in State factories. 

All citizens shall be officially notified 
by an inspector of marriage when the 
State has appointed either wife or hus- 
band.

SOCIALISM IN AMERICA 


What It Means. 





Another Name for Discontent. 

Socialism is merely another name for 
discontent. It is a vague theorv of un- 
certain future idealistic conditions to 
be attained only by an enforced uniform 
State of mediocrity to which every pes- 
simist gives a different meaning accord- 
ing to his civil and social condition and 
intellectual standards, and in which the 
selfishness of the most capable shall be 
gratified and all envy shall be appeased 
by a process of reducing the eagle to 
the plumage and habits of the kite. 

It is a condition in which glory will 
be wholly extinguished and groveling 
will, universally prevail, where the 
teacher of truth and the common thief 
shall be equally eminent, and no per- 
former of heroic acts shall be a hero 
unless he shall first go home and sweep 
a stréet crossing to reduce him to the 
common level, lest he be more respect- 
ed than his fellows. Under its benefi- 
cent operation men must live alike and 
do the same class of work, lest one 
have an easier task than another and 
rise higher in public esteem than his 
neighbor. 

It is a condition in which the in- 
scrutable forces of nature must be con- 
trolled and forced to form the features 
and intellects of men more alike in 
order that one may have no advantages 
over the other, and although this may 
not tend to vary the prospect accord- 
ing to the requirements of the present 
crude standards of beauty, it will ef- 
fectually repress egotism by imaking 
‘the best like the worst.” 

When Almighty God created invidious 
distinctions by making one.man black 
and another white and some bright 
and others dull, he clearly did not un- 
derstand his business. That leads to 
inequalities which Socialism is pri- 
marily des‘ened to correct.

HY LIFE RESIGNS 


Lawyer Hornblower, Scored by 
Hamilton, Quits Board 
of Trustees. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—William B. 
Hornblower, the lawyer who was char- 
actertized by ‘“‘Judge’’ Andrew Hamilton 


in his sensational speech before the 
Legislature as ‘“‘the Pecksniff’’ of one 
administration of the New York Life In- 
surance Co. and as “the Talleyrand” of 
another, has resigned from the Board of 
Trustees. 

Since the Hamiltony attack Mr. Horn- 
blower’s position in the company has not 
been comfortable. He was regarded by 
some as the enemy of the late Jonn A. 
McCall and as responsible for -the severe 
criticisms of his administration by the 
Fowler Investigating Committee just be- 
fore Mr. McCall's death. 

The Fowler Committee directed that 
suits for the recovery of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars be brought against 
Mr. McCall, and, on his death, against 
the McCall estate. Several of the trus- 
tees declared, however, that the suits 
whould never be brought: that it would 
be hounding and persecuting the mem-

bers of the dead man's family bevond 
tne bounds of decency. The controversy 
in the company over the matter was 
very distasteful to Mr. Hornblower. and, 
it is said, was instrumental in leading 
him to resign as trustee. 


ARMSTRONG INSURANCE 
PROBE COST $100,000.

ALBANY, N. Y.. May 10.—The cost 
of the investigation made to the Arm- 
strong Insurance Committee has been 
fixed at $100,000. The appropriation was 
put in the annual supply bill just print- 
ed. It is understood that Inquisitor 
Hughes’ share of this sum is $15,000. 

The bill states that the appropriation 
is made to cover counsel fees, witness 
fees, services of stenographers,. clerks 
and other employes and for the printing 
of 17,059 copies of the report. 


UNION WIPED UT 
STRIKES ENDED 


Longshoremen Return to Work 
After Mates’ Organization 
Is Defeated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 10.—The strike 
of the longshoremen and their allied in- 
terests on the great lakeS Yas come to 
an-end. Work was resumed this morn- 
ing on all docks and on the lakes. Twen- 
tv thousand men will be given employ- 
ment. 

This means the wiping out of the 
mates’ union, which caused the struggle. 
The dock managers’ refuseal to recog- 
nize the mates’ organization led the 
leungshoremen, with whom they had be- 
come affiliated, to strike in sympathy 
with them and call out all other inter- 
ests.
